'TVHE world is yet far from accurate knowledge of the present 
A day political life of Russia. Gradually, however, it is get- 
ting away from the mass of fabrics-cms which have been print- 
ed about the soviet regime. Whether the ultimate truth about 
Russia will greatly modify existing impressions is doubtful. 


In a recent issue of The Frankfurter Zeitung an article is 


contributed by Herr Diltman which is calculated to discredit 
the claims which Bolshevist leaders in Russia have set up. It 
is the belief of the German writer that there is little democracy 
in the make-up of the Trotzky-Lenine regime. A resume of his 
article states: 
Freedom of the press, freedom of public assembly, of meet- 


ings of clubs and societies, personal freedom, are practically for- 
bidden except for the Communists. Elections for the Soviet 
councils take place in public meetings. Secret voting is forbid- 
den. The elections are mostly indirect and are under the control 
of terrorism, so that any opposition is unlikely. 


Undesirable choices are annulled. I gathered manifold 


evidence of this from absolutely reliable sources in Moscow.
